PARIS, Saturday. 


The buying of clothes is a serious con- 
sideration when the new season makes its 
appearance. I have been looking at some 
very new frocks at the openings—which are 
now in full swing—the styles. of which are 
not like those worn by tout fe monde. These 
new clothes have the truly Parisian touch. 
They are simple in appearance, but extremely 
complicated when you come to look into 
them. 

There are some really charming evening 
frocks in silks, chiffons and tulles—lovely 
things that make you feel soft and feminine 
and pleased with yourself. They dip almost 
to the heels at the back, and are slightly 
drawn up in front. They look a little bit 
bustly behind, with their soft draperies, ard 
as if in front, they have been nervousiy 
hitched. Lots of clothes made one think 
somehow, of ‘‘Madame’’ when she has a 
crise des nerfs. That does not mean that they 
are unattractive! Au contraire, like 
‘Madame ”’ in her crise, they are quite fas- 
cinating, almost bewildering. 


“Calm” Clothes. 


Then there are what I call the ‘‘ calm’ 
clothes. ‘There are many of this kind to be 
seen. You know what | mean! Slim lines, 
falling soft and straight from shoulder to 
hem, with insets and tucks and gathers— 
nothing to ruffle the eyes, or make yon 
wonder very much about anything. Soothing 
clothes, and yery often misleading about the 
character of the women who wear them. You 
want them in the wardrobe, of course, but 
it is a mental laziness to wear no other kind. 
Pale colours in georgette, give the effect of 
calm, and tucks, insertions and pleats, enhance 
the delicate mood of them. If vou choose 
a simple frock in absinthe-coloured chiffon, 
you might drug yourself and others into a 
comfortable “snorev ” sleep. I wonder if 
one really could effect the minds of one’s 
friends with the colours of one’s frocks. ? 


Important Points in the Modes. 


As for the important points in the modes 
themselves, the word has already been flung 
to the four winds, that skirts are a little 
fuller, and, for formal wear, a little longer. 
And the waistline—another very importast 
question! This is, and has been for the 
past few seasons, a moveable feast. Many 
dresses show the normal waistline; in others, 
the waistline is creeping up towards the 

“directoire,” giving a different proportion 
to the silhouette. The silhouette is gradually 
changing, so that the skirt has greater im- 
portance than the bodice.

LEITRIM OFFICIAL SUED 


FOR INCOME TAX. 


CONSEQUENCES OF MAKING 
NO RETURN OF INCOME. 


Interesting information as to the powers 
and methods of income tax officials in making 
assessments was revealed at Mohill Court 
when Mr. J. Keenan, an employé at Carrig- 
allen of the Leitrim ricultural Committee 
under the Agricultural Department, was sued 
(and decreed) by Mr. James Colleary, income 
tax official, Boyle, for £9 lls. 3d., amount 
assessed for 1928 and 1929. 

Mr. Colleary, in reply to Mr. Canning, 
solicitor, defending, said that the present 
assessment was on a salary of £245. For the 
previous period, 1926-27, he was assessed on 
a salary of £350, but, added the witness, that 
was only an estimate, as the defendant did 
not make a return. 

Mr. Canning—I have a letter here from the 
Agricultural Committee showin that £18 was 
deducted from this man’s salary on that 
wrong assessment. 

Mr. Colleary—I did not make the assess- 
ment. The Inspector of Taxes makes the 
assessment, and when no return is made and 
there is no appeal we can collect the tax on 
any figure. 

POWERS OF TAX COLLECTORS. 

Mr. Canning—Indeed, you can. Your 
powers are unlimited. You need not tell us 
about the powers of tax collectors, because 
we unfortunately know too much about them. 
But we have a concrete claim against you for 
money overpaid. That money was deducted 
from this man’s salary, and he could not Mh 
it. He is under the Department of Agricu 
ture, and he simply has to stand and pay 
whatever they demand. 

Mr. Colleary—He failed to make any return 
of his total income, and accordingly an assess- 
ment had to be made on some figure. He got 
an opportunity of appealing within twenty- 
one days, and he failed to do so. 

Mr. Canning—It is a doctored assessment. 
It is a case of “think of a number in Dublin, 
add 10, double it, and take nothing away. “ 
(Laughter. ) 

District, Justice—It is doctored because he 
did not send in his return. 

Mr. Canning—They sue him now for £9, 
and they made him pay £18 for the other 
year, 

District Justice—I have no power to order 
a repayment. The powers of the Court in 
income tax cases are extremely limited. I 
have no discretion at all. I certainly recognise 
you have a good case, but you will have te 
sue the Minister for Finance, 

Mr. Colleary—He will get a refund if he 
makes a proper return,

BUTTER DEARER. 


From Qur CoMMBRCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

There is as yet no sign of improvement in 
business, which is supposed to set in this 
month; and the markets in this centre are 
generally dull, Taken on the whole, the pro 
vision trade is quietly steady, but the almost 
ideal weather conditions at present prevailing 
may have caused many of the more fortu- 
nately placed of the community to prolong 
their holidays.

The total imports of bacon into this 
country during the first seven months of the 
present year, so far ás official returns are 
available, amounted to 4,811,172 cwts., com- 
pared with 5,292,052 ewts. in the correspond- 
ing period of last year and 4.893.686 cwts. i! 
1927. The reason for the defitieney in a! 
rivals during the year 1929 is solely due to 
the reduced quantities that were received 
from Denmark. From the latter country the 
imports during the fivst seven months of the 
present year totalled only 2,780,851 cwts., 
compared with 5,261,112 cwts. in the same 
period last year. The butter market generally 
rules firm, notwithstanding advanced prices. 
Shipments of Scandinavian to Northern ports 
show a fairly substantial deeline, as compared 
with the previous week, but arrivals of Irish 
creameries, although the season is now ad- 
vancing, continue on a fair sca'e. The Danish 
official quotation has been wired 13 kroner 
higher at 325 kroner per 100 kilos, but is 
still below that prevailing last year, when 
the figure was 3536 kroner. Spot prices have 
advanced in sympathy, and are now almost 
on a parity with those ruling last year. With 
regard to the fusion of the New Zealand 
Amalgamated Dairies, Limited, and thc Aus- 
tralian Producers’ Wholesale Co-operative 
Federation, this new venture is to commence 
operations in London on the lst October 
under the name of Empire Dairies, Ltd. In 
some quarters doubt is expressed as to the 
Success of the scheme, and some authorities 
appear to be of the opinion that this is 
another experiment being undertaken at the 
éxpense of the producer. Reports from Den- 
mark state that production of eggs in that 
country is at present well maintained. Busi 
ness in this centre, however, rules quiet, but 
the market is fairly steady. 

At. the Salford Cattle market on Tuesdav 
supplies of all kinds of fat stock were on a 
smaller scale, but dairy cattle were shown in 
similar numbers to the previous week. 
Buyers showed more inclination to operate 
and prices ruled firm and occasionally dearer. 
Although the pork season should now be wel! 
advanced, the present spell of hot weather 
has been very detrimenta! to the trade. Sup- 
plies to the Manchester Pig market, which 
included a fair proportion of Irish, were large, 
and, although sellers showed some disposition 
to grant concessions to induce business, it 
was by no means easy to effect a clearance. 
At the Manchester Dead Meat market busi- 
ness for the time of the year has been satis 
factory throughout the week, home-killed 
mutton and lamb closing rather dearer and 
beef firm. 

Dead poultry quiet, supplies being ample 
for all requirements; but prices show little 
change. Arrivals of both grouse and part- 
ridge have been somewhat intermittent,

SOUTH AMERICA’S FIRST REPUBLIC. 


About this time Francisco Miranda 
returned once more to Venezuela. He was 
now sixty years of age, but the “ rebel ”’ 
Junta appointed him a lieutenant-general 
of their army, and the patriots of 
Venezuela hailed him as a herald of 
victory. The first congress of Venezuela 
was then convened. Miranda advocated 
an immediate declaration of independence, 
carried his proposal, drew up a constitu- 
tion, and Venezuela became the first in- 
dependent republic of South America. 

A few days later the republicans of 
Caracas were surrounded by Spanish 
troops—augmented by a populace which 
had been stirred up against them by the 
clergy—and were forced to surrender. 
Most of those found in arms were 
banished, but the leaders were put to 
death and their severed heads exposed on 
the public roads. On the same day the 
inhabitants of Valencia, another Venezue- 
lan city, armed themselves ‘‘ in the cause 
of religion,’’ and defeated the Repub- 
lican garrison. 


Francisco Miranda, who had fortun- 
ately escaped these disasters, then 


assumed command of what was left of the 
Republican forces, and, marching on the 
capital, compelled the Royalist garrison 
to surrender. The Republican Govern- 
ment then operated for about twelve 
months, during which time there were 
repeated encounters between the rival 
forces, and the independence movement 
made little headway. 


THE FIRST REPUBLIC DESTROYED. 
On the 26th March, 1812, in the after- 


noon of a calm day, a great roar was 
heard; the ground began to rock to and 
fro, and in Jess than a minute the Vene- 
guelan cities of Caracas, Mérida, San 
Felipe and La Guayra were heaps of 
ruins, under which 20,000 people lay 
entombed. In the capital, virtually the 
whole Republican garrison perished, and 
a Republican column, 1,000 strong, on 
its way to arrest the progress of a new 
Royalist Army, was swallowed up. 

It so happened that the territory 
affected by the earthquake enclosed just 
those districts which were in the hands 
of the Republicans. The _ clergy, 
Royalist to a man, did not hesitate to 
take advantage of that circumstance, and 
to hail the earthquake as ‘‘the chastise- 
ment of Heaven ” upon the Republicans. 
The patriot leaders were smitten with 
dismay; fear entered the hearts of the 
people, and under the ruins of that 
terrible earthquake the first Republic of 
Venezuela found a grave. 

The Royalist forces entered the ruined 
capital in triumph, Miranda, with the 
remnant of his army, capitulated. Some 
of his officers were for staking every- 
thing on one last fight. Mirende, how-

The Survival of the Frailest. 


It is strange how something fragile will 
often escape injury on an occasion when 
other sturdy articles are destroyed. In a 
garage the other day I saw the m&ngled 
remains of a motor car that had collided 
with a wall. The front of the car was 
nothing but a mass of twisted Tron—even 
the flexible springs being broken—but I 
noticed that both the glasses in the head- 
lights were whole, although the lamps 
themselves were dented. 

In Kildare street there is a more extra- 
ordinary example. When Maple’s Hotel 
was burned to the ground some years ago, 
slates and fallen masonry tumbled down 
in all directions. Later, the ruins were 
demolished, and hundreds of tons of bricks 
were thrown roughly to the ground. Yet, 
in spite of all the chaos and destruction, 
there still remains, in its original position 
on a metal standard, one of the glass 
globes that shaded a gas light. 

I took the trouble the other day to 
examine the globe carefully, and could 
not see the slightest crack in it. How it 
escaped being smashed to atoms during the 
fire and subsequent razing of the walls is 
beyond comprehension. What is, perhaps, 
‘more wonderful is the fact that some 
urchin has not battered it with stones. 


Preservation of Newspapers. 


Authorities declare that the newsprint 
of to-day will be unreadable in possibly 
twenty years’ time, and that, certainly, 
the print will not survive the erosion of 
fifty years. This is disconcerting; for 
other authorities declare that the record 
of the reputable daily journal is the 
record of accurate history. Be these 
assertions as they may, the fact remains 
that the newspapers of over a century ago 
are still perfectly legible. 

Few Irishmen know that the greatest 
collection of Irish newspapers is to be 
found, not in Dublin, but in a suburb of

Bolivar was a slave of dreams 
of fame, full of personal ambition and 
arrogance, a man of great ideas but little 
judgment—yet withal a man of irresistible 
perseverance, who took no thought of 
obstacles in his way, paid no heed to the 
opinions of anybody else, and blindly 
pursued his own designs until he had 
achieved his purpose, and had given 
liberty to the northern half of the South 
American Continent. Bolivar's action in 
surrendering his own chief to the enemy 
was typical of the man. He believed that 
was of more importance than Miranda, 
and, therefore, he sacrificed his chiel to 
save himself.

CONTROLLING "BUS TRAFFIC. 


An important question was raised at 
the last meeting of the Cork Incorporated 
Chamber of Commerce and Shipping, 
under the presidency of Mr. H. A. Pelly, 
when attention was drawn to the frequent 
overcrowding of motor omnibuses. This 
matter has loomed very large in the 
public eye, particularly during the past 
few months, when ‘buses returning to the 
city from popular resorts in the district 


have been overcrowded to an alarming 
extent. - One. hesitates to think of the 
results of an accident to one of these 
vehicles. 

In cases of this character, the path of 


the Civic Guards‘is beset by difficulties. 
It is obvious from the prevalence of the 
offence that the mere fining of the ‘bus 
owners or the conductors is no deterrent 
On the other hand. it seems a hardship 
that all passengers in excess of the regis- 
tered number should be requested to 
leave the vehicle, particularly when many 


of them may have a long distance to 
travel at a late hour. In their own 
interests and in those of the passengers, 
the "bus companies should be compelled 
to provide adequate services to meet the 


demands. Fortunately, in the County 
Cork there has been a freedom from fata! 
accidents, but action by the authorities 
should not be delayed until their hand 
is forced by public opinion. 

Another point to which the Chamber of 
Commerce referred was the making of a 
speed limit for ‘buses in cities and towns.

BETTYSTOWN. 

The summer, on the whole, was better than 
last year, and Bettystown, the popular sea- 
side resort lying between the mouths of the 
Rivers Boyne and Nanny, enjoved on this ae- 
count a somewhat better summer season than 
last year, or for some vears past. In the 
carly summer—in June, for instance—several 
of the houses in Bettystown were not let, but 
when July opened with a heat-wave Drogheda 
and Dublin folk who patronise Bettystown 
hurried to the sea, and the vacant houses 
filled up very quickly. August, always the 
popular month—although this vear the worst 
of the summer—-saw all the houses and bunga 
lows in Bettystown full to overflowing with 


visitors; and September, which has been 
iavoured with such beautiful weather so far, 
did not see [ettystown deserted, as the 


autumn month usually does, several of those 


visitors who had been disappointed with 
August remaining over when September 
opened, giving promise of an Indian summer 


So much for the visitors who come to Bettys 
town to stay for a month or two. Playing as 
important a part in this resort's summer sea 


on every fine Sunday, most of them travelling 
via special sea trains from Drogheda, but 
hundreds of them coming, too, from Dublin 
on day excursions. 

Hundreds. too, of Drogheda’s youths and 
maidens trek to Bettystown every evening 
after business hours for a dip in the sea, a 
game of colf, or a few hours of dancing in one 
or other of the dance halls which have been 
erected there within recent vears. 

Beyond such amusements as these dance 
halls and the RBettystown golf and tennis 
clubs afford to their patrons there is very 
little effort made locally to attract visitors to 
Bettystown. The householders, landlords and 
shopkeepers. and all others who make the 
best part of their living out of the summer 
season, are not organised in any association 
to develop the resort. and in the absence of 
such orcanisation nothing is ever done to im- 
prove Rettystown or to provide amusements 
thet would attract a larger clientele. 

If there were such an association at Bettys 
town as there is at Skerries.and other grow- 
ing seaside resorts the attractions of Bettys. 
town could he very considerably increased and 
the place changed from a mere playground for 
Drogheda folk to a very up-to-date and impor- 
tant watering place. 

The tendency of Irish people to go abroad

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Bernard Aspeil, Killellery, Geashill, was

One of the men in charge of 
witness gave all the instructions as to where 
to go,and what to do, and was armed with 
a revolver. He next saw that man on July 
15th last, the day of the auction of Miss 
Jennings s meadow. The man was Bernard 
Aspell. The witness did not recognise any 
of the other raiders. The accused man was 
not masked, but the others were. 

CROSS-EXAMINED. 

Witness was cross-examined by Mr. Moor- 
head, who defended, and stated that he did 
not, when making a statement to the Guards 
after: the occurrence, give a description of 
another man as being in charge. He did not 
know Aspell at the time. He did not name 
any parties as having been conc>rned in the 
burning. 

Did you not suspect some men as having 
burned it; who are they ?—Kennefick was 
one, and there were three others who were 
giving trouble. 

Was not one of them the Postmaster of 
Tullamore ?—No. 

You do not recollect a conversation “ith 
the accused man, in which vou told him 
that you had been shot at on previous occa- 
sions ’—No. 

Were you ever shot in the hand ’—I was. 

Did. you ever suspect any person of shoot- 
ing you in the hand?—I did. 

At Mr. Moorhead’s request the accused 
man was allowed to leave the court while 
witness gave the name of the person he 
suspected 

Who was it? asked Mr. Moorhead, and the 
witness replied: Peter Gorman. 

And another man ’—No, 

Continuing, the witness said that six days 
after he recognised Aspell he reported ihe 
matter to the Free State Minister of Justice. 
He wrote to him and got an acknowledge- 
ment. 


WROTE TO MINISTER. 

Asked ‘why he reported the matter to the 
Minister, he replied: I do not recognise the 
superintendent in this case at all. 
The Justice—What do you mean by that? 
Witness—I wrote to the Minister of Justice 

that the superintendent would have 
nothing to do with it. I would not go on 
with it if he had. 

The Justice—You are not going on with it! 

Witness—I said that I would have no deal- 
ings with Superintendent Sheridan. 

Witness, continuing, said that when the 
Aspelis came to cut the meadow he told them 
that they were encroaching on another man’s 
property. They tried to frighten him, and he 
said’: ** Surely, when I am not afraid of him 
in the middle of the night I am not afraid of 
him in the davlight.”’ 

“When IJ said that,” added witness, “Í 
meant I recognised him as one of the raiders. 
I knew Bernard Aspe!! was in the raid.” 

Witnéss never accused the postmaster of 
Tullamore in connection with the burning. 
Mr. Kennefick was the only réal enemy he 
had in the place. 

Mr. Moorhead (for the defendant) referred 
to the allegations made by the witness. 

The Justice said that even if he had the 
greatest possible doubt in his mind about the 
case he would still have to send it for trial. 

The accused man was returned for trial. 
bail being allowed.

(No. 8) is charming in its simplicity. ‘‘In 
Parnell Square’ (No. 9), a pretty work, with 
the Rotunda Hospital in the background, is 


a contrast in colour, while a frame, en- 
titled *‘ St. Stephen’s Green’’ (No. 17), de- 
yicting a view with which many are familiar, 
is another pleasing piece of colour work. 
The entire exhibition, to which the con- 
tributing artists are Miss Dorothy Black- 
ham, Miss Phyllis M. Godfrey, J. Fitz- 
harris, K Quigley, W. M. Geddes, and 


Harry Walsh, is deserving of a good attend- 
ance. 


ATTACKED. 


ASSAILANT FOUND SHOT

They found Spence lying 
on the floor of the kitchen with his brains 
blown out. A single-barrelled shot gun was

According to the Special Correspondent 
of the Sunday Times, the Indian Statutory 
Commission, of which: Sit’ John Simon, 
K.C., .M.P., is chairman, hopes to 
submit its report at the beginning 
of next year. Few Commissions have 
been required to discharge a more re- 
sponsible task. The eager anticipation 
with which the report it awaited, not only 
by Indians themselves, but by many 
others in all parts of the world, shows 


When_ its , recommendations. haye.. been 
exathined by the British and Indian 
‘Governments, a bill will be brought before 
Parliament, embodying its proposals—but 
not until the various schools of Indian 
thought have received a further oppor- 
tunity te set forth their views.., Naturally 
enough, the Commission’s findings have 
been the subject of much speculation, and 
it is not surprising, therefore, that alréady 
its general conclusions are known. It 
appears to be probable that the principal 
findings of the report will be to the effect 
that a fall Dominion status for India is 
not practicable at present; that further 
measures of self-government must be in- 
troduced gradually and with reference to 
the peculiar “onditions obtaining in “the 
area concerned ; that all questions of de- 
fence and foreign relations ought to 
remain the responsibility of the British 
Government, and that any wide extension 
of the franchise is undesirable.. Doubt- 
less, in Nationalist circles these findings 
will occasion irritation, but scarcely 
surprise; for it is difficult to see what 
else could-have been expected. 

In. essence, then, the Commission is 
likely to recommend a continuance of the 
existing order of things—rendered more 
palatable here and there by minor con- 
cessions. of detail—on the ground that 
India at present is not educated sufficiently 


in a political sense’ or homogencous 
enough, in outlook to conduct her 
own affairs. We cre in complete 


accord with this point of view. Indeed, 
India is little more than a geographical 
expression, and until her vast territories 
were’ unified under the British Raj the 
old name of Hindustan never signified in 
its widest connotation more than the 
Honeycombed 


northern portions. with 


different races, languages, religions and 


castes, Imdia has been saved from 
internecine slaughter . only by the 
presence. of British troops. Every 
Moharram produces its annual riots 
between Moslems and Hindus. The 


British Government's declaration-in 1917, 
as “interpreted by the Reform Act 
of 1919, seems to represent the utmost 
limit of major concession. It is more 
important to secure the smovth working 
of the existing machinery than to com- 
plicate matters by the addition of new 
parts; and we understand that any minor 
concessions to “ Indian national feeling ”’ 
will be in the field of provincial govern- 
ment. The probable recommendation 
against an extension of the franchise is 
wholly commendable. Already the Assembly 
at Simla has become a home for seditious 
faddists, . as be seen from last 
Saturday 's defeat. of the Government over 
the question of the death from hunger- 
strike of one of the Lahore conspirators. 

Unfortunately, those who are most vocal 
on the theme of India’s independence are 
not her best citizens. The Babu, owing to 
his aptitude for trade, has imposed him- 
self on British opinion as the mouthpiece 
,The feudal Jandlords, 
India’s real aristocracy, have been ousted | 
from their proper sphere of influence by 
these noisy chafferers ; yet, if the country 
were independent, itis upon them that its 
defence against external aggression would 
fall. If some new Nadir Shah should break 
into the Punjab, the Babus would not be 
found in the van of India’s battle’ line. 
The error, however, has been committed,

Jate 
to go back upon the work of the 
last fifty years. In the native States 


conditions are different: A constitution in 


lightened princes, but without haste, and 
the seditious usually are given a short 
shrift. With the exception of the Roman 
Empire, no occupation ever was more bene- 
ficial to the country occupied than has been 
the British oceupation of India. What- 
ever to-day may be the trend of “Indian 
sentiment in the matter, there can be no 
doubt that it is vital to millions of 
individuals. It is not too much to say 
that without the I?aj thousands would die 
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how generally its importance is realised: 
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‘would "repay ithe’ cost Of the wholé ‘under- 
taking. A writer in the Manchester 
Guardian says that the scheme is advo- 
cated alresh to-day on the ground that it 
would yield four. advantages. In the first 
place, a big area of new land would be 
rendered available for cultivation. In 
the second, the improved drainage of the 
fens would -increase the productivity of 
some of the most. ffuitful sóil in Britain. 
Thirdly, access by Water would be afforded 
to several towns, and larger use would 
be made of the canals. Finally, a great 
deal of employment would be provided 
at a time when employment is sorely 
needed. It seems that there is a strong 
case for the undertaking, and the only 
obstacle likely to baulk its execution is 
the, usual difficulty. of » persuading “the 
State to‘ provide the’ capital. ‘Dublin has, 
if not a Zuyder Zee or a Wash, at least 
a considerable area of water-covered land 
that easily could be*won froth th sea. 
Fairview Park consists of an area that has 
been taken, from the sea since the 
beginning of the present century. Some 
small progress. has been .made. towards 
the recovery; of land on the other side 
of the railway ‘embankment, and the 
beginnings of a boulevard have appeared. 
Why is not more rapid progress : being 
made?’ Why is the refuse of the city being 
deposited in a vast bank, on the landward 
side of the railway, covering a large 
portion of the park that promised so well? 
The citizens of Dublin are entitled to 
know what is intended for their city and 
why the excellent scheme of former years 
is falling into abeyance. - 


Russia’s Reckoning. 


Faced with political and economic 
bankruptcy, the Russian Bolsheviks are 
making desperate efforts to remould their 
sorry scheme of things. As The Times 
announced last Saturday, the Soviet rulers 
have decided to abolish “all traces’ of 
collective management in factories, works 
and other enterprises, and to substitute in 
every one of them the control of a single 
director, who will be armed with 
dictatorial powers. This volte face is a 
coniession of the complete collapse of the 
Communist system in industry. Moscow's 
most fanatical Marxists have been forced 
to acknowledge the calamitous results of 
factory administration by a disorganised 
mob of committeés and ‘trade unions. 
Recently we commented on the failure of 
Bolshevist education under similar 
management—the utter lack of discipline 
in the schools, the wretched plight of the 
teachers and the abysmal ignorance oí 
their pupils. Again, the Soviet Govern- 
ment admits defeat by the removal of 
Lunacharsky from the Commissarship of 
Education, which he has held since 1917. 


Here, unfortunately, there is little 
prospect of real improvement; for in 
education the Soviet’s abominable 


principles remain unaltered. It is still 
resolved to use the schools as an instru- 
ment in its campaign against religion and 


morality. In the Tver district the Soviet 
authorities have staged “a revolt oí 
children ”" against ‘‘ the pernicious in- 
fluence of sectarian propagators olf 
religion. ” More than one thousand 


children were assembled, and a resolution 
was attributed to them which demanded 
drastic action against the local preachers. 
Soviet reports admit that a fight followed 
in which many anti-religious demon- 
strators were beaten. Perhaps, no aspect 
of Soviet, policy is: more scandalous than 
the Government’s attitude to the drink 
question. Vodka always has been the 
Russian peasant’s curse, and _ to-day 
drunkenness is increasingly prevalent 
among school children. Moscow proposes, 
for the sake of revenue, to pander to this 
craving. The Commissariat of Finance 
has authorised the State Spirit Trust to 
increase the year's production of vodka 
by twelve per cent., and has sanctioned 
the opening of two hundred new distribut- 
ing centres. Workmen’s delegations and 
the ‘‘Red’’ ‘Temperance League—we 
rejoice to learn of its existence—are pro- 
testing against this cynical performance. 


Talking Films. 


We have heard few complaints concern- 
ing the Free State censorship of films. 
The published statistics show that the 
Censor’s office is no sinecure. Since it 
was established six years ago Mr. 
Montgomery and his staff have inspected 
a very large number of films. Some they 
have rejected altogether ; from many they 
have made. large excisions ; and hundreds, 
perhaps, have been sub-edited in a minor 
degree. So far as we are aware, the Free 
State has been deprived of no first-class 
film through the operation of the censor- 
ship ; on,the other hand, we are sure that 
it has been protected against a very con- 
siderable amount of vulgarity, profanity

Reclamation of Land. 
While young Irishmen are flying from 
the soil that their fathers own, and while 
many a fertile region of the Irish country- 
side is changing .to the likeness of a 
desert, Holland and England are striving 
to, ‘recover.land from the .sea for the 
ploughs of their farmers. Steady progress 
is being made with the reclamation of the 
Zuyder Zee; embankments are running 
through the shallow waters and soon will 
enclasp a vast area that will be pumped 
dry and brought into cultivation. Hol- 
land’s example has prompted the revival 
of a project for the reclamation of the 
Wash—the Zuyder Zee of East Anglia. 
Early in the nineteenth, century a’com- 
mittee of landowners and other interested 
persons commissioned Sir John Rennie,

Hitherto only one sense has been exposed 
to danger through vulgar or licentious 
films; “but a nasty talking: film can 
corrupt a youthful mind simultaneously 
through the senses of sight and hearing. 
At present, for lack of the necessary 
apparatus, the Dublin censorship cannot 
test talking films and is obliged to release 
them for exhibition with the notice, 
““ Plot and sound not censored.’’ Since 
the Free State is threatened with a 
plethora of talking films, it is clear that 
the censorship must be equipped to deal 
with them. Accordingly, the, Dail will 
be asked, in the coming session, to 
sanction the censorship of such films and 
the cost—some £1,800—of the sound 
machinery.. We hope that, when it has 
acquired its enlarged powers, the censor- 
ship will extend its ban to the corruption 
of the English language.

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ORCHESTRA. ‘ 
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' SIR ‘THOMAS BEECHAM’S 
CONDUCTING. 
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On “Saturday ‘afternoon’. and last © niglit 
orchestral concerts took place at the Theatre 
Royal, Dublin, 'uhdeér ‘the auspices of the 
League of Opera, in co-operation with the 
promoters of Civic Week. The orchestra was 
that which has given performances for two 
seasons past in Dublin as thé 2RN Symphony 
Orchestra. A few string players from London 
were added. Sir Thomas Beecham came over 
to conduct the orchestra as well as to speak 
about his League of Opera ; and Miss Dora 
Labbette and Mr. Tudor Davies were the 
vocalists at both concerts. 

Dublin instrumentalists have not had 
experience, such as comes to many English 
orchestras, of playing under visiting con 
ductors of the virtuose type. It calls for 
the practice of a special degree of alertness 
and adaptability. The London orchestras, in 
particular, are extraordinarily quick to 
recognise what is required of them by different 
conductors ; they sometimes get two in a day. 
Conductors themselves—those of the roaming 
kind—have to devise a quick means of what 
is, in effect, signalling their requirements to 
the players, actual rehearsal being limited to 
passages where it is intended to make special 
points. Sir Thomas Beecham’s method is a 
rather showy kind of attitudinising. He gets 
good ‘results, so one should not criticise the 
manner too closely. 

Some of his indications, at the Saturday 
concert, went. for nothing; the orchestra's 
lack of training in quick response to signals 
was sometimes apparent; and Sir Thomas 
Beecham probably would. not care to have his 
ability as an interpreter of fine music judged 
in these concerts. We heard, however, some 
very good orchestral playing, in the credit for 
which Mr. Vincent O'Brien, who prepared 
the orchestra, has a share with the players; 
and, at the same time, Sir Thomas Beecham’s 
influence on the performances was plain 
enough. 3 

The orchestra reasonably can boast that its 
playing of that exquisite work by Frederick 
Delius, ‘‘On hearing the first cuckoo in 
Spring,” was as good (so I thought) as that of 
the two other orchestras I have heard playing 
it under the same conductor. Here, at least, 
Sir Thomas Beecham, not the least of whos~ 
services te music has been the revealing of 
Delius’s talent. had the orchestra doing 
justice to his intentions. 


THE SYMPHONY. 

The performance of Beethoven's Second 
Symphony was another satisfactory piece of 
work. Sir Thomas Beecham’s last conducting 
of. the Symphony in Dublin was with an 
orchestra that had been on tour with him 
for several weeks, so that its performance 
had all the polish he wanted to give it. 
i He could not influence last Saturday's 
performance in quite the same degree; but 
the 2RN Orchestra had played the Symphony 
} for us onee before, knew the work well, and 
allowed the conductor to show how clear and 
orderly is his conception of it. He sees the 
Symphony whole; it is extraordinarily 
interesting to note how he lets succeeding 
movements grip. the hearer with increasing 
intensity. Though we all glorify Beethoven. 
there was a tendency in the iight of the 
later and greater works of the composer to 
think little of the Second Symphony, till Sir 


Thomas Beecham took it up afresh and 
revealed it as music rich in interest and 
beanty. The playing .was worthy of all 


praise, and improved as the Symphony went 
on to a really brilliant last movement. 
These two performances (the Delius and 
Beethoven works) represented the conductor 
most typically and the orchestra most 
creditably. Next in value came the 
orchestra's crisp playing in the Tchaikowsky 
Pianoforte Concerto (first movement only), in 
which Miss Rhoda Coghill was as successful 
as on the occasion of her earlier performance 
with the Dublin Philharmonic Society. Sir 
Thomas Beecham, I thought, was not much 
interested in the ‘‘ Mastersingers’’ Overture 
at the opening of the concert, and the Berlioz 
‘* Hungarian March,” at the close, fizzled out 
very tamely, the conductor's method, indeed, 
being none too helpful in music of that kind. 


POPULAR PROGRAMME. 
Last night, with the orchestra in better 
undetstanding of the conductor’s’ ways, and 
the instrumental programme lighter in kind, 
it was possible to take the fullest delight in 
the collaboration of Sir Thomas Beecham and 
the 2RN Symphony Orchestra, It was not, 
indeed, a programme to offer scope for the 
higher qualities of the art of conducting; 
still, there was something enjoyable in Sir 
Thomas Beecham’s way of delivering the 
music to ns with an air—it made the 
orchesira’s work seem more acceptable than 
usual. Thuse two bright, meiodious and 
pleasantly-scored overtures, Nicolai’s ‘‘ Merry 
Wives of Windsor’ and Smetana’s “ Bartered 
Bride ” moved twmly under his hand. lú 
was natural for Sir Thomas to ask for these 
overtures to be put in the programme; for 
Mozart, whom he specially loves, sureiy 
inspired them both. Only the lightest touch 


the still more lightly tripping music of the 
scherzo from Mendelssohn's ‘‘ Midsummer 
Nizht’s Dream ” music. One feels that the 
notes in the score of the scherzo must have 
been the footmarks of Oberon’s fairies. 
The “ Tannháuser " overture made a 
brilhant conclusion to the concert. Besides 
these pieces, and the orchestral accompani- 
merit to some of the solds, we had the litt! 
Suite, an early composition by Debussy. It 
was, I think, the first performance in Dublin 
of this pas and interesting work, which 
exemplifies, among other characteristics,. the 
lrench composer's fondness for the harp as 
an orchestral instrument, and, more generally, 
his’ habit of writing pictorial music, impres- 
sionist in kind. The four pieces comprised 
in the Suite were played with charming 
delicacy. 

THE SOLOISTS. 
It was zood to hear the “ Introduction and 
Rondo Capriccioso”’ of Saint-Saens played in 
its proper form as 2 work for violin and 
orchestra. Miss Nancy Lord, who dis- 
tinguished herself not long ago in a violin 
concerto at a Dublin ‘Philharmonic concert, 
pinyed the solo part with a competence that 
would have been enhanced in its effect on 
ths audience if the soloist had shown some- 
thing of bravado in -her platform manner. 
This is display music, and a bit of an air 
in the delivery of it could not be out of place. 
Mr. Fred Stone was another loca] performer 
whose appearance was welcome; he played 
Chopitt and Schamana pieces in good style. 
At both concerts Miss Dora Labbette and 
Mr. Tudor Davies gave admirable vocal 
performances, most of them, happily, with 
orchestral accompaniment. Miss Labbefte 
has a bright, fresh soprano voice, limited in 
its fresnness by some want of flexibility—one 
cannot imagine her singing, for ipstance. 
'"Caro nome’’—but admirable in purity and 
tender expression. Her style of singing is 
quite her own, one of gentle confidence in 
her power to win listeners to her own view 
of a song. With the orchestra on Saturday 
she sang ‘‘ Comme autrefois’* from : 
“Pearl Fishers,’’ a ‘‘Cradle Song” by 
Delius, the ‘‘ Voi che sapete ” from 


Marriage of Figaro’’ (very sweetly, but 
without the requisite hint of Cherubino's 
cheekiness), and Grieg’s ..‘‘ Nightingale.” 


Last night her chief song was another Mozart 
air, the “ Deh vieni,” which she sang in a 
manner very different from that of the 
typical Italian prima donna, but charmingly 
In. keeping with the music. : 
Mr. Tudor Davies suffered on Saturdav 
from the roughness of the accompaniment in 
‘Per pieta’’ (Mozart), but the Prize Song 
from ‘‘ The- Mastersingers’’ showed him ‘to 
great advantage and prompted one to think 
of him as likely to be an excellent Walther 
if even Sir Thomas Beecham gives us Wagner's 
great comedy-onera.

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In political circles, at the moment, 
there is much discussion as to the visit of 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald to the United 
States; for, apart from its outstanding 
interest, it is the first time when a British 
Prime Minister. will have gone to Washing. 
ton while occupying the post. It will be 
recalled that President Wilson paid a 
visit to this country while on his way to 
Versailles, and, in doing so,' broke an 
unwritten law that the President of tlie 
United States must not leave hrs country 
while in office. There is no such rule 
binding our Prime Ministers, and’ on 
numerous occasions since the days of 
* Beaconsfield they have travelled to the 
Continent to take part in diplomatic 
conferences of one kind or another. It is 
the first time, however. that the Atlantic 
will have been crossed. Should the rumour 
prove correct that the next Imperial Con- 
ference will take place next year in 
Canada, Mr..Macdonald is likely to have 
to cross the Atlantic again with several 
members of his Cabinet. 


Naval Disarmament. 


In all probability a statement will be 
made by Mr. Macdonald to-morrow 
regarding the naval disarmament ques- 
tion. Until now the proceedings in con- 
nection with this question have been con- 
ducted in secrecy, and very little is known 
about them outside Government circles 
Most of the news has come from Washing- 
ton, where much greater publicity has 
been given to the discussions than on this 
side. The Prime Minister has come to 
recognise this point, as well as the fact 
that the British public has a right to 
definite and trustworthy information, with 
the result that he will reveal as much as 
he can. Agreement concerning. the 
cruiser point no longer appears impos- 
sible, and it is thought in Government 
circles that the difficulty will disappear 
once Mr. Hoover and Mr. . Macdonald 
meet in conference. It is regarded as 
possible that the World Conference on 
Naval Disarmament will take place in 
London later in the vear, when other 
countries with big navies will be invited 
to take part. 


Britain and Russia. 


The fact that the Labour Government 
has approached Russia with a view to a 
discussion on the resumption of diplo- 
matic relations, in response to an appeal 
by M. Litvinoff, places Mr. Henderson, 
the Foreign Secretary, in a strong posi 
tion. It mav be taken for granted that 
the Soviet will find that his preliminary 
terms remain unchanged. It is not ret 
known whether M. Dovgalevsky, the 
Soviet Ambassador in Paris, will come to 
London again as the Russian representa 
tive, but it is assumed that he will. On 
this occasion he will be expected to prove 
that he really is prepared to do business ; 
otherwise his stay in London will again 
be brief. In diplomatic circles, however, 
it is the opinion that the Soviet Govern- 
ment is so anxious to resume negotiations 
that it will do nothing to cause delay. It 
is more than worried by the Chinese 
situation, and, in addition, has arrived at 
the conclusion that an understanding with 
this country will help it to solve its 
difficulties in the Far East. 


Industrial Difficulties. 


While the Labour Government 
so well in foreign fields, there are rumours 
that the outlook in industrial quarters 
threatens to be gloomy. Industriai peace 
is necessary if the Governnient is to carry 
out its programme, but the coal issue 
spells danger; for, while the coal-owners 
and the miners may be satisfied with 
raising the price of coal in order to secure 
greater profits and higher wages, the 
public will resent any such charge, par- 
ticularly if it. amounts to anything like 
the sum mentioned as possible, which 
would mean three or four shillings a ton 
more. In the railway world the workers 
are working for a restoraticn of the per- 
centage they gave up when the railways 
were doing badlv. The cotton industry 
is quiet for the moment, but in it, as in 
the iron and steel industry, there are 
rumours of dissatisfaction.

The Lane Bequest. 


A suggestion is made to-day-that, with 
the opening of the new Art Gallery in 
Dublin, the British Government might. he 
approached again with a view to securing 
the collection which was formed by the 
late Sir Hugh Lane and now is adorning 
the walls of the National Gallery of 
sritish Art at Millbank. It is pointed 
out that the Gallery now opened probably 
would have met the views of Sir Hugh 
Lane as a suitable home for the pictures. 
‘There always has been something of a 
mystery as to the reason why the British 
Government, so rich in artistic possessions, 
should retain the collection. 


The Emancipation Ceremonies. 


The procession of children in connection 
with the Catholic Emancipation celebra- 
tion was a beautiful spectacle yesterday 
afternoon. It was estimated that some 
twelve thousand children took part, the 
procession forming on the Thames Em- 
bankment and marching to Westminster 
Cathedral. The youngs@rs were arranged 
in school groups, and many of them were 
in white dresses and veils. On arrival at the 
Cathedral the children were addressed br 
Cardinal Bourne. the gathering being 
massed in front of him in the Cathedral 
grounds. This afternoon a great procession 
of men marched from South London te 
the Cathedral. Every man wore the 
celebration medal on a ribbon of the Papa! 
colours, but otherwise, apart from the fact 
that the men passed along bareheaded, 
there was little to denote that the pro 
cession was of a religious ‘character. It 
was said that there were over ten thousand 
men in the march..

and it is to be viven a fair chance to see 
if this is so, These racing machines are 
so delicate, even fragile, that it is by ne 
means easy to fix a day for a race and 
then to proceed as a matter of course 
The machines have to be tuned in to 4 
perfect pitch and are subject to chances 
in the atmosphere. This accounts for the 
delay in making attempts on the record. 


The Railway Position.

VISCOUNT CECIL’S 
RESOLUTION.

AND DISARMAMENT.

GENEVA, Sunday. 

On Tuesday or Wednesday next the 
Third Committee of the League of Nations 
Assembly will discuss the report of the 
Preparatory Committee on Disarmament, 
and Lord Cecil will submit a resolution 
reiterating the British view that trained 
reserves of land armies should be in- 
cluded in any reduction or limitation of 
armaments. 

It will be recalled that Lord Cushendun 
strongly put forward this view at the last 
meeting of the Preparatory Committee in 
April, and received some support, 
although the majority of the Committee 
upheld the French contention that trained 
reserves should be excluded. 


THE FRENCH VIEW. 

French circles are much concerned at 
what they believe to be a change of atti- 
tude on the part of Great Britain on this 
point, which is very important to them. 
As a matter of fact. however, there has 
been no change in the British view since 
the last meeting of the Preparatory Com- 


mittee. : 

Although Mr. Gibson, the United 
States ‘‘ observer,’’ rallied to the French 
view, several of the smaller States sup- 
ported Lord Cushendun; while Count 
Bernstorff (Germany), who naturally 
agreed with the British delegate, declared 
that he would bring the matter before 
the Disarmament Conference. 

The result of the present discussion of 
the Third Committee is, therefore, awaited 
with keen interest. 


THE LEAGUE ASSEMBLY HALL. 


A prolonged meeting of the officers of 
the League of Nations Assembly was held 
last night to discuss the question raised 
by Mr. Henderson of improving the con- 
ditions of the hall in which the debates 
of the Assembly are held. 

Mr. Henders himself submitted a 
number of practical suggestions, including 
proposals for better ventilation and for 
the convening of the Assembly on the 
second Monday of September instead of 
the first. 

This latter suggestion met with the 
objection from some delegates that their 
own national Parliaments would clash 
with the Assembly, and, therefore, that 
their attendance at Geneva would become 
difficult. 

Finally it was decided to refer the whole 
matter to. a committee for examination 
and report. 


AN URGENT QUESTION. | 

The question of the better accommoda- 
tion of the Assembly has become urgent. 
Surprise has been generally expressed that 
nothing has hitherto been done to improve 
the existing conditions. 

The present Assembly Hall can only be 
compared to a barn, with bad acoustics 
and dreadful ventilation, apart from the 
inadequate space accorded to the Press, 
who are herded in small galleries from 
which they are unable to escape during 
speeches. 


DELEGATES AND DINNERS. 

Reuter’s Special Correspondent learns 
that M. Loucheur, the French delegate. 
at last night’s meeting of officers of the 
Assembly introduced a new topic—namely, 
the frequency of the dinners and banquets 
attended by delegates, which, he argued, 
are not conducive to expediting the work 
-of the Assembly. 
M. Loucheur’s view was not shared. by 
other members, who hold that these social 
functions are necessary for establishing 
personal contact between the personnel of

THE FREE STATE'S

TULLAMORE, Sunday.

visit of President Cosgrave. Flags were 
flown from many buildings, scrolls 
spanned the streets with such mottoes as 
“Cead mile» Fáilte?" and “ Welcome to 
our President.” 
- In the afternoon 'a public meeting was 
held in the Square. —“Fhere were several 
thousand persons present, and the pro- 
ceedings were. enthusiastic throughout. 
Mr. P. J. Egan presided. 

President Cosgrave, who was received 
with cheers, said. that it was not right to 
attribute to him the major credit for the 
progress the country had mae during the 
last seven years. They would not have 
been able to carry on as they did if they 
had not the support of the people and of 
the representatives which the people had 
sent into the Dail. 


TRIBUTE TO DR. O’'HIGGINS. 

To his mind, one of the men to whom 
he was indebted more than another was 
Dr. O'Higgins, who only came into public 
life a few months ago at great personal 
loss. He was a member of a family than 
which none had suffered greater sacrifices 
in order to preserve national honour and 
national rectitude in the right of the 
people to dictate the policy of the country 
and to preserve the good name of the 
country. 

It was a difficult thing now to look 
back in a time of peace and to review the 
situation existing seven or eight years ago 
and ignore the peculiar obstacles which 
foiled the Administration of Griffith, 
Collins and O’Higgins. It was a tribute 
to the common-sense of the people that 
even the passing of.these great, Irishmen, 
at a time when they were starting on the 
road to national progress, did not make 
them lose heart. 

At that time they. needed the counse] 
of every élected representative of ithe 
people, and yet over forty representatives 
stood out from the national parliament. 


THEN AND NOW. 

These people now were criticising the 
Government's policy in the matter of the 
division .and vest.ng of lands, road 
schemes, the building of houses, drainage 
and other big problems, the solving of 
which required the best brains and minds 
thatthe country could produce, although 
for the best part of five years they 
remained out, and actually had a rival 
Government, with a President who claimed 
to have greater powers than he (Presi- 
dent Cosgrave) had, because their Presi- 
dent claimed to be President of the 
Republic and he was only President of 
the Executive Council of the Irish Free 


completing Jand purchase and endeavour- 
mg generally to solve the many 
ills from which the country: was suffering, 
outside these people had a Covérnment 
with a Minister for Foreign Affairs, a 
Minister for Defence, and the various 
other governmental activities of castle- 
building.

THE BASIS OF COMPARISON

i WASHINGTON, Saturday. 

The first table of relative Anglo- 
American naval strength, which compares 
the two fleets on the basis of “ standard ”’ 
tons, was made public to-day by the Navy 
Department. It gives Great Britain 
1,345,232 tons, as compared with 1,293,972 
tons for the United States. 


Under the new figures the United 
States loses’ 59,401 tons in comparison 


with the Jast tables issued by the Navy 
Department, while Great Britain. loses 
21.105 tons. 

In announcing. the revised table, the 
Navy Department states that the standard 
tons ‘measurement has been employed in 
recent limitation negotiations, and the 
new figures: have been made public ‘ in 
view of the difference in figures as to the 
strength of the United States and the 
British Empire appearing. in various 
papers.”

WASHINGTON, Sunday. 

Although the plans for welcoming. Mr, 
Macdonald have not yet been officially 
announced, it is expected “hat Mr. 
Stimson, the Secretary of State, will go 
to” New York to meet him, perhaps 
accompanied by the Secretaries of War 
and Navy. They will leave immediately 
in a special train for Washington, where 
a squadron of cavalry from Fort Myer 
will meet them and escort the party to 
the British Embassy. Here the Prime 
Minister will spend at least the first part 
of his stay, and it is probable that he will 
visit the-tomb of Washington and lay a 
wreath on the tomb oí. the Unknown 
Soldier, 

From an unofficial, but usually trust- 
worthy, source it is learned that it is 
extremely likely that President Hoover 
and Mr. Macdonald will visit the Rapidan 
fishing camp; where the two statesmen 
would be able to discuss in seclusion 
problems of mutual interest to the two 
nations as they could not very well do in 
Washington itself. 

Announcements made bv official circles 
here during the week-end in regard to the 
final results of the Anglo-American naval 
discussions show that the Five-Power Con- 
fetence is to be held early in December, 
probably. in .

The Assembly of the League of Nations, 
at a plenary meeting yesterday, adopted 
the protocol drawn up to meet the re- 
servations of the United States Senate in 
to. adhesion to .thé Permanent 
Court -of International Justice, and to 
place the United States on an equality 
with members of the League in regard to 
the election: of judges, 

The Assembly also approved the changes 
in the Statute of Court already sanctioned 
by the Jurists’ Conference, and the First 
(Juridical) Committee of the Assembly. 

The Fourth (Budget) Committee had 
also had the Jurists’ Report before it, and 
sanctioned an increase in the salaries and 
pensions of the judges. - These recom- 
mendations were also approved by 
Assembly. 

Mr. McGilligan, the Minister for Ex- 
ternal Affairs of the Irish Free State, 
yesterday signed the Optional Clause re- 
cognising the jurisdiction of the Court, as 
laid down in Article 36 of the Statute. He 
made the following declaration : 

“ On behalf of the Irish Free State, | 
declare that I accept ‘as compulsory, 
ipso facto, and without special convention, 
the jurisdiction of the Court, in con- 
formity with Article 36 of the Statute of 
the Permanent Court of Internationa! 
Justice, for a period of twenty years, and 
on the sole condition of reciprocity. This 
declaration is subject to ratification.”’

THE TARIFF PROBLEM.

tENEVA, Saturday. 

Mr. O'Sullivan, Irish Free State, 
delivered .a.blunt speech at this morning's 
discussion of the tariff holiday proposal 
in the Second Committee. He said that 
to ask countries to pledge themselves to 
give up the safeguard afforded by tariffs 
for two years was asking some of them to 
commit economic’ hari-karr.

A GREAT POLITICAL 
EXPERIMENT. 

The Times to-day, in a Jeading article on 
‘Lhe Duce’s Porttolios,’’ says:—The Juce, 
as he explained in his speech, is not in the 
habit of informing people beforehand vf his 
decisions and his plans; for the direction to 
be given to the future development oi 
Fascism will, no doubt, continue, as before 
to be reserved im petto. Nevertheless, it ts 
possible in a general way to see, hoveve! 
dimlv, the lines along which the Duce s mind 
has been working. For the past three or four 
years the main problem which Signor 
Mussolini has been trying to solve has been 
that. of giving to a en cg movement 
some permanent constitutional expression by 
the creation of a policy which is something 
more than a mere Dictatorship, though the 
Dictatorship. is still, and must, 11 seems, be 
be for an indefinite period to come, iis most 
characteristic feature. Fascism is a political 
experiment which js tery difficult to fit into 
any of the customary categories which politi 
cal science has inheriied from Plato and 
Aristotle. Democracy, of course, it re 
pudiates; vet it seems to be neither monarchy 
nor tyranny, neither’ aristovracy not 
oligarchy, but a bewildering mixture oi all four 
o: them, the foundation of which is an 
oligarchy of a peculiar type, founded neithe: 
upon caste nor upon wealth, but upon that 
vague and intedfinable thing, party. 

All the principal measures introduced by 


Signor Mussolini during the past few 
years seem to have ben directed 
to a single end—that of riveting 


upon the passive body of 40,000,000 citizens, 
the permanent domination of the Fascist 
Party, which contains as he, himself, said to 
them on Saturday, not much more than 
1,000,000 adult males. It is clear, that it is 
from this point of view that the reorganisa: 
tion of the Ministry of Education, an- 
nounced last week, with its special Under. 
Secretayy in charge of the organisation of 
the Fascist Boy Scouts, must be regarded. 
The same motive appears to have ipspiued 
the new constitutional position ciren to the 
Secretary of the Fascist Party and the Fédée- 
val Secretaries, and the modification of the 
composition of the Grand Council by reduc- 
ing its members. Interpreted in the light 
of this general policy, the Duce’s resignation 
of his multiplicity of purtfolios begins to be 
intelligible. It is.a further step towards 
the constitutionalising of a Fascist Cabinet 
under the control of a supreme chief, abso- 


‘lute in authority, yet conscious of his own 


mortality. 
THE ADMINISTRATIVE MACHINERY. 


. By giving up the nominal direction of 
seven chief Departments of State, Signor 
Mussolini seems to indicate, not that he ‘is 
relinquishing in any way the control of gene- 
ral policy, but that the administrative 
machinery which he has evolved is now suffi- 
ciently well tried to be worked by his subor- 
dinates without the detailed supervision that 
has hitherto been necessary. His choice of 
the portfolio of Home Affairs, in conjune- 
tion with that of Prime Minister, is, no 
doubt, intended, in part at least, as a cou 
scious reyersion to the traditional practi: 
of his -demo:ratic ‘predecessors, but probably 
eve more deliberately, as a symbol of the 
special role which he has planned for himself. 
What precisely that rdle will be it is, ot 
course, impossible to forecast, but it is no! 
difficult to see the immense task which has 
yet to be performed if Fascism is to become « 
permanent reality or even to outlast its 
founder. . The Corporations, the new “ eélec- 
tive’’ Chamber, even the Grand Council 
itself, all the organs, in fact. of the Fascist 
Constitution are still only in the experimental 
Stage, conceived on a grandiose scale, which 
cannot bat be impressive, even to those. who 
are most opposed to the ‘principles upon 
which they are based, but still experiments, 


_the permanence of the success of which has 


yet to be proved, Whether Signor Mussolin 
will succeed in making them the living organs 
of the national will stijl remains to be seen. 
At present,. remarkable. as ‘their success 
has been in many directions, they are hardly 
more than an exlernal framework, imposed 
upon a passive and inarticulate body politic 
by the will of a single powerful individual. 
But, whatever the. ultimate fate of this 
gigantic experiment, and however different 
rom their own the faith which it symbolises, 
the citizens of this country will continue to 
regard with the same unfailing sympathy 
which they j|have shown. during the past 
century the efforis of the Italian people to 
work ont undisturbed their own political 
desiiny.

DEAN AND BISHOP 
DENOUNCED.

The National Catholic Congress and 
Centenary oí Catholic Emancipation was 
continued on Saturday at Caxton Hall, 
Westminster, London. There was a large 
attendance at a meeting of the Catholic 
Council for International Relations. 

““H is much easier to get cheers for 
Daniel O'Connell than to get people to 
take an interest in abstruse arguments 
about international ethics,’ declared the 
Archbishop of Liverpool, who presided. 
He urged the important part which 
Catholics could play in maintaining inter- 
national peace. 

FATHER OWEN DUDLEY. 

Father Owen Dudley said that ‘until 
there was a corporate re-union among the 
Protestants themselves there was little 
hope of winning them over as a whole to 
the Catholic faith, but there was hope of 
gaining individual converis. 

““ We are at the present moment receiv- 
ing converts from almost all denominations 
and sects,’’ he suid. “' As people realise 
that Protestantism is dying they must in- 
stinctively turn fo the ever-growing 
Catholic Church. The Church of England 
—the national Church—is fast becoming a 
farce. Numerically we have just as much 
right to be the national, Church. The 
Church of England will soon change to a 
sect, and even possibly, to an insect.’’ 

“ VERY IGNORANT MEN.” 

Father Dudley described Dean Inge and 
Bishop Barnes as “ very ignórant'men.” 

‘They are ignorant of the first things 
that they as professing Christians should 
know—they are ignorant of theology and 
the Christian religion. These men are 
Modernists, and Modernism is one of 
Catholicism’s greatest enemies. These men 
are blinding multitudes to the revelation 
of Christ, blinding them with their 
Modernism.”’ 

LORD IDDESLEIGH. 

‘Fhe Earl of Iddesleigh declared that 
Roman Catholics, because of their re- 
ligion, could not afford to take a “' Little 
England ' view of peace efforts. Catholics 
could not say: ‘‘ England is all right, 
and the rest of the world can 
They could not adopt the attitude of tell- 
ing the Frenchman to stay with his frogs, 
or consigning the League of Nations to 
frizzle in its own stew.

Emancipation of the Atheist’’ at a meet- 
tng of the Catholic Evidence Guilds, held 
at the Hotel Cecil in connection with the 
Concress, said that he should apologise 
for being late in attending the meeting. 
as he had been attending the funeral of 
one of the best men he had ever known, 
and one could not go through that ex- 
perience and remain a completely con- 
tented Atheist. As ‘to the suggestion that 
he might have been buried under a "bus. 
he thought that, if there was a collision 
between a ’bus and himself, it would have 
been an eqral encounter. (Laughter. ) 

The Atheist was much more difficult to 
emancipate than anybody else, because he 
was, of all people. the most narrow and 
the most completely captive. He was 
entirely in prison and surrounded by 
prejudice; he was a cramped human 
being, and it was quite obvious that he 
could not sav so or feel three-fourths of 
the things that humanity, heathen as well 
as Christian, had always been accustomed 
to say, do and feel. 

WHAT MR. WELLS SAID. 

There were not many people nowadays 
who called themselves Atheists, but they 
were far less logical and consistent than 
the Atheists. They used a set of terms 
which appeared to him to be perfectly 
meaningless. They talked about a purpose, 
but they said that thera was no person in 
whom that purpose resided, 

He (Mr. Chesterton) did not believe in 
a purpose wandering about the worlds with- 
out belonging to any person. (Laughter.) 
It was like a joke which nobody made. 
(Laughter.) Mr. H. G. Wells said that 
there was a life that used him for its 
purpose. That appeared to him to be 
exactiv like a man saying. as he jumped 
off the top of Westminster Cathedral, that, 
the force of gravity would use him for its 
own purpose. (Laughter.) 

Most of the materialistic dogmas had 
been abandoned by men of science. They 
had been taught. for instance, that the 
atom was a little, hard, indestructible 
thing which it was impossible to dissolve. 
Now the atom had gone out of physical 
scjence, but the Atheist had not gone, out 
of Hvde Park, (Laughter.) The Atheist 
was like the atom—small, hard, impossible 
to expand and break up.

Young England's contribution to the 
Catholic Emancipation celebrations took 
the form of a procession from Victoria 
Embankment to Westminster Cathedral, 
where the children were addressed in the 
grounds by Cardinal Bourne.

Benediction of the Blessed Sacrament. 

CARDINAL’S ADDRESS. 

Cardinal Bourne, speaking from his 
Throne at the temporarily erected altar, 
said that it was fitting that they should 
take their place in the great Catholic 
thanksgiving for all that had come to 
them during the Jast hundred years since 
Emancipation. The terrible days were

CURFEW REDUCED IN 


TELAVIV NORMAL AGAIN.

JERUSALEM, Sunday. 
The week-end has passed quietly in Pales- 
tine. It has been decided to reduce the 
curfew in Jerusalem, making it apply from 
10.30 instead of as hitherto from 9 o'clock, 
Despite the continual curfew in Telaviv, 
which is paralysing the city after nightfall, 
Telaviv and its forty thousand Jews have re- 
covered their usual spirits. 
The Allenby road “ae choked with the 
asual Saturday afternoon promenaders, with 
baby carriages prominent in the parade, which 
stretches from Nachlad Benyamin to the 
sea. 
Bathers swarmed on.the beach, and it was 
difficult to hire a deck-chair owing to the 
crowd. Only when talking to people were 
the bloody events of the last few weeks re- 
called with all their gruesomeness. 
But Telaviv proper did not suffer any 
actual damage, and was never actually at- 
tacked. The only danger worth mentioning 
was when an attack was threatened on Sun- 
day, August 25th, due to panic as much as to 
anxiety mingled with indignation over the 
murder of six young men at the hands of a 
group of Arabs lying in ambush on the out- 
skirts of Telaviv. 
A municipal note in bold characters posted 
up on all kiosks, etc., mourns the loss of 
lives and property throughout the country, 
and calls upon the citizens to return to their 
normal pursuits. 
The “ionist Executive is forming an Ad- 
visory Committee for reconstruction in Pales- 
tine, composed oí one representative each of 
the Vaad Leumi (Jewish National Council of 
Palestine), the Labour parties, the merchants, 
the Anglo-Palestine Company, represented by 
Mr. Hoofian; the farmers, represeuted by 
Mir. Moses Smiliansky, and the Loan Bank, 
represented by Mr. Mohl!. 
A committee, under, Rabbi Meyer, Berlin, 
the Mizrachist leader, and a member of the 
Zionist Executive, js in charge of the relief 
work. 
The legal work in connection with the pre- 
sentation of claims.for compensation and the 
reparation of the Jewish cases for the Com- 
mission of Inquiry will be handled by Mr. 
Harry Sacher, a member of the Zionist 
Executive.

| THE GAELIC LEAGUE. 


PROPOSED ACADEMY OF 
IRISH. 


A meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the Gaelic League was held at 25 Parnell 
square, Dublin, last Saturday night, Mr. 
Cormac Breatnach presiding. 

Amy ng the correspondence received was a 
letter from Mr. F. O Dufty, one of the pre- 
pagandists in the County Clare, and the Com-

good work that he was doing for the lan 
guage. 

Mr. Cathal O'Toole, a member of the Com- 
mittee, wrote to the Secretary concerning a 
meeting which was held in Dublin on the 
night of July 22nd, in the course of which 
he heard the chairman of that assembly state, 
“This is not a Gaelic League platform ; it 1s 
the platform of the Gaelic Defence Commit- 
tee.”’ If that was true, said the writer, why 
was it that the posters and the invitations to 
the meeting were sent out in the name of the 
Gaelic League’? At that meeting he heard 
the Chairman (Mr. Seamus O’Grianna) say 
that the Irish that was taught in 90 per cent 
of the schools was useless. He objected to 
the name of the League being mertioned in 
that way, from a Gaelic League platform; 
for, notwithstanding the statement of the 
speaker, it was a Gaelic League platiorm 
from which he spoke. & 

A resolution, protesting against, the state- 
ment that it was not a Gaelic League pla:- 
form, was defeated by a substantial majority. 
A letter was received from Mr, de Valera 
acknowledging receipt of a resolution passed 
by the Coste, recommending that a pension 
be provided for the Rev. Dr. P. Dimeen in 
recognition of his valuable work in the cause 
of the Irish language. 

THE BROADCASTING OF IRISH. 

A letter was received from Mr. Seamus 
Clandillon, director of broadcasting in 
Dublin, in reply to a resolution of the Coiste, 
stating that he was doing the best that he 
could in broadcasting Irish from 2R.N. 

The Chairman remarked that Dublin was 
doing much better than Cork in that respect 
It was meniioned that a list of Irish 
speakers was being prepared, from which 
selections may be made to constitute an 
academy of Irish, 

The teaching of Irish in the preparatory 
schools, and the dresses of women at concerts, 
meetings, aerideacht, etc., were the subjeci 
of discussion.
